FINAL LABOR WAR 
BEGINS IN RUSSIA. 


General Strike, That Will Tie 
Up Every Railroad and In- 
dustry in Czar’s Domin- 
ion, Decided On. 


ARREST ORDERS HELD UP 


Telegraphers Defy . ta 
Fight First Launched in Mos- 
cow; St. Petersburg to 
Be Isolated. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec: 20, 8 a. m.—A 
general political strike throughout the whole 
of Russia, to begin on Thureday at noon, 
was ordered late last night. 

The order has the authority of the Union 
of Unions, the Union of Peasants, the Gen- 
eral Railway union, and the councils of work- 
men of St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

The general strike is already in effect in 
Moscow. The central committee of the 
workmen's organization ordered all the 
unions under its control to stop work at mid- 
night. 


The. leaders of the new strike movement 


have declared that they will tle up every 
railroad in Russia. 

It is believed that by midnight 2 
St. Petersburg will be again cut 
communication with the outside world both 
by rail and telegraph. ‘ 


Arrest Orders Held Up. 

Evidence of this was given last night when 
railroad telegraphers held up telegrams to 
Moscow ordering the arrest of nrembers of 
the railway union and workmen's council 
who signed the strike order. The telegrams 
were sent by Minister of the Interior Dur- 
novo, following the issuance of the general 
strike order, which renders every member 
of the unions signing it Hable to arrest and 
punishment. 

The League of Leagues, in expressing its 
approval of an immediate and general strike, 
has issued a manifesto accusing the govern- 
ment of the perpetration of fresh crimes in 
arresting members of the peasants’ congress, 
of the postal and telegraph union, and of the 
council of workmen's delegates, in suspend- 
ing progressive newspapers, in promulgat- 
ing laws destroying the bases of civil lib- 
erty, and in menacing the rights of the peo- 
ple which were obtained after a, long strug- 
gle and which have been affirmed by the em- 
peror’s manifesto. 

The'manifesto issued by the League of 
Leagues concludes: 

The government thus drives the revolu- 


tionary movement further along its fatal 


path. Its continuance in power is a danger 
to the country, entailing innumerable cal- 
amities and bloodshed.” 

Russia is now definitely on the eve of the 
greatest if not the final struggle for mastery 
between the government and the proletariat. 
Both sides are lined up for a desperate strug- 
gle. ; 
Nation on Brink of Abyss. 

The extreme gravity of the present situa- 
tion was evidenced by the effort of a commit- 
tee from the Moscow bourse yesterday to 
ward off the blow of a general strike. The 
committee implored count de Witte to do 
something at once as the only means of 
preventing the country’s financial! ruin. 

It painted the outlook in black colors. It 
told the premier that already there had been 
thousands of small bankruptcies in the 
provinces, that the paper of many firms was 
going to protest, and that large concerns 
were hanging by a thread It said that while 
one week of the general strike would beggar 
the proletariat, it also would spell the ruin 
of countless industries. 


Blame Placed on Witte. 


The Molva (the name under whch the sup- 
pressed Russ is now appearing) declares that 
the responsibility for a general strike will 
rest upon the shoulders of the government. 
It charges that it is the purpose of count de 
Witte to postpone the assembling of the 
douma until next summer, and in the mean- 


time to “pacify” the country in the old

Yesterday and last night, although the 
streets bore a holiday appearance in honor of 
the emperor’s birthday, there was an air of 
suppressed excitement throughout the city. 

Collisions between the reds and the loyal- 
ists were momentarily expected, but none 
had been reported up to a late hour last night. 
A big loyalist demonstration had been 
planned, but it was abandoned at the request 
of the prefect of police, who believed that it 
mightl provoke bloodshed. 


City Like an Armed Camp. 

Batteries of machine guns are stationed at 
several points of vantage throughout the 
city, and patrols of infantry and Cossacks 
are everywhere. A specially heavy guard 
is stationed in the ape Ica of the Jew- 
ish market. 

At Tsarskoe-Selo the em 0 reviewed the 
three guard regiments whese patron is St. 
Nicholas. The review was made the occasion 
of a remarkable demonstration of fidelity to 
his majesty. 

The advocates of universal suffrage had 
the upper hand at the meeting of the czar’s 
ministers at Tsarskoe Selo. When the meet- 
ing assembled the emperor, who presided, ex- 
"pressed the wish that the representatives of 
the zemstvo congress should first present 
their views. Thereupon Dmitri Shipoff 
pointed out the terrible gravity of the present 
situation. He urged not only the theoretical 
advantage of granting a system of universal! 
suffrage, but also its absolute necessity from 
a tactical standpoint, as the only common 
ground upon which it would be possibie for 
the country to unite. * 

Several others of the czar’s advisers took 
the same view. 


Witte to Demand Suffrage. 

During the dinner which followed, with 
count de Witte at the head of the table, even 
the most reactionary of those present hint- 
ed that it might be necessary, after all, to 
grant universal suffrage. It is understood 
that count de Witte, at the discussion, which 
will be resumed tomorrow, is determined 
to force through a universal suffrage scheme 

Instead of the expected promulgation of the 
election law and of a manifesto donating the 
crown appanage to the peasants, the em- 
peror's name day was signalized by the dec- 
Taration of martial law ip the province of 
Suwalki, on the German frontier of Poland.

IGNORE PARNUM IN VERDICT. 


After Five Hours’ Deliberation in 
Kopf Case Jurors Decide. 
— 


FIND ROBERTS KILLED HLM. 


Senator Still Under Bonds for Hear- 
ing in Justice Court. 


State Senator Frank C. Farnum’s name 
is not mentioned in the verdict returned by 
the coroner’s jury which has investigated 


the murder of John V. Kopf. The verdict, 


was reached at 9:30 o’clock last evening. 

The finding of the jury is that George G. 
Roberts plunged the knife into Kopf's side 
and that Roberts shall be held to the grand 
jury for murder. 

The deliberation, one of the longest in the 
history of the coroner’s office, covered five 
hours, during which the jury was -closeted 
in the office of Uapt. Peter M. Kelly at the 
Warren avenue police station. Around the 


outer office were half a hundred west side citi- 


zens who were anxiously awaiting the decis- 
ion that was to hold the senator to the grand 
jury or te exonerate him from the charges 
of conspiracy brought against bim by the 
Kopf partisans. 

Among them were Charles Kopf, brother of 
the murdered man, and his successor as 
county commissioner; E. J. McCarthy and 


John McCarthy, his brothers-in-law; W. J. 


Jackman, the Farnum candidate for presi- 
dent of the ward club in the fatal election; 
and a dozen political leaders of both sides. 


Jury Asks More Instructions. 

At 6 o'clock, after the jurors had been out 
for an hour and a half, they sent for Coroner 
Bloffman to ask information as to the dif- 
ference between holding a man as ‘‘ acces- 
sory before the fact and accessory after 
the fact.“ This action caused a fear among 
the Farnumites that the jurors had agreed 
upon the senator’s culpability and were at 
a loss how to word the charge against him. 

Later this was contradicted by members 
of the jury, who stated that at no time had 
it been agreed that Farnum was responsi- 
ble in any way for the crime. Still there 
was a feeling of relief when the jury sent 
word that it was prepared to render its de- 
cision and the verdict was read by the fore- 
man, Dr. W. L. Vaupell. ~ 


Verdict of the Jury. 

The essential part of the verdict is: 

“We find that the wound was caused by 
a knife being plunged into the left side of the 
deceased by one George Gill Roberts, and 
from the evidence presented, we, the jury, 
recommend that the said George Gill Roberts 
be held to the grand jury until discharged 
by due process of law.“ 

Not a word about Farnum," gasped one of 
his following, and hurried to Capt. Kelly to 
ask if the senator wae freed from the charges 
against him. 

“He ts, so fer as the coroner is con- 
cerned,” said the captain, but there is stil] 
the hearing before Justice Eberhardt next 
Friday. I cannot gay what the state will 
0 on that occasion. We are through with 
Roberts, as he is held to the grand jury. 
But the charges against Mr. Farnum still 
stand on the books. I do not know whether 
we shall present the evidence in the justice 
court or not. I shall consult City Prosecu- 
tor Prindiville tomorrow about that.“ 

Farnum Still Under Bonds. 
The eenator is under bonds of $20 000 to 


appear before Justice Eberhardt. but his 


friends think the case against him will be 
pushed no further. 4 

The relatives of Commissioner Kopf, who 
were present when the verdict was returned, 
refused to discuss the finding. 

“We were in the jury’s hands,” said E. J. 
MeCarthy, and we do not question the /us- 
tice of the result.“ 

Several persons shook hands with Roberts, 
who teok the verdict calmly. 

“T shall live in hope,” he said. There has 
been a deal of prejudice in this case. 
and Is hope to fare better in a court 


of record. I am glad that Senator Farnum, 


was not mentioned. It was absurd to accuse 
him. I was the only one concerned in the 
stabbing. There was no plot or prearrange- 
ment whatever.” 

It was the afternoon hearing of the inquest 
that turned the tide in Farnum’sfavor. The 
policemen who were in the polling place at 
the time of the stabbing denied in part that 


of the Kopf witnesses. They declared that” 


they had heard no one cry: Get Kopf!” 
and that Farnum did not participate in the 
fight. 


Judges and Clerks.of Blection Samuel 


Leitsell and John J. Callaghan, and Frank J. 
Perkins. keeper of the cigar stand testified 
in substance that the attack had been begun 
by Kopf and his followers. They said that 
the railing before the judges’ table had been 
torn down by John Lenehan; that Kopf had 
leaped upon the platform and had struck 
Callahan on the head and tore the club ros- 
ter from his hands; that he then turned and 
assaulted Roberts and was followed by Lene- 
han and William Waugh. Roberts was 
struck about the face several times and 
called “Keep away, gentlemen,” as he 
seized the knife. They again attacked him, 
and he stabbed Kopf as they clinched 


TWO PHILADELPHIANS SLAIN 
BY BAND OF MEXICAN BANDITS. 


Los Angeles Man Wounded by High- 
waymen Who Attacked American 
Party in Chihuahua. 


El Paso, Tex., Dec. 19.—Two men, Robert 
Rutherford Jr. and M. C. Murray, both from 
Philadelphia, were killed last night by high- 
‘waymen on a ranch near Dias. a small settle- 
ment in Chihuahua, Mexico, A man named 
Finstad of Los Angeles, and another known 
as “Shorty,” were wounded. The robbers 
escaped. No details of the fight have been 
received. 

Rutherford’s Father Is Wealthy. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 19.— Robert W. 
Rutherford Jr. was the son of a wealthy 
Philadelphian. He was 27 years old, and had 
been on the ranch, which he owned, for more 
than a year. The ranch was a wedding gift 
from his father. His wife, who was Sarah J. 
Benson, a niece of R. Dale Benson, a promi- 
nent citizen of this city; his 1 year old child, 
and his sister, Anna M. Rutherford, were 
with him on the ranch. 

Murray, the other man killed, is supposed 
to have been an employé on a nearby ranch 
owned by a Mr. Finsted of Los Angeles, Cal., 
who was wounded in the fight with the rob- 
bers. 

Rutherford’s parents live at 4411 Pine 
atreet, West Philadelphia. Beyond a tele- 
gram, which contained only the bare an- 
nouncement that their son had been killed, 
the parents are without information, They 
are exceedingly anxious as to the welfare 
of the other members of the family. 


OARING RESCUE IN TUNNEL 


BY A TRIO OF SWIMMERS. 


Two Men Imprisoned in East River 
Bore Brought to Safety After Facing 
Death More than Forty Hours. 


New York, Dec. 19.—Three Garing swim- 
mers today rescued two Italian laborers, 
who, for more than forty hours, had been im- 
prisoned in the East river tunnel of the 
Pennsylvania railroad by a cave-in at the 
Long Island City end of the underwater bore. 

Surrounded by water which threatened to 
engulf them the moment the compressed air 
should fail to hold it in check, the two en- 


tombed men had kept up constant commun!- | 


cation with the surface by rapping on the 
pipes which brought them air. They were 
almost exhausted when the three men swam 
up to the platform on which they were 
huddled. . 

It was with difficulty that the rescue's in- 
duced the frightened men to plunge into the 
water they had dreaded so long. Finally 
this was accomplished, however, the two 
stronger swimmers of the three each taking 
a man upon his back, while the third swam 
alongside to lend assistance in case of need. 

Ever since the cave-in more than a hun- 
dred laborers had worked desperately to sink 
a shaft to the point where the imprisoned 
men were thought to be. Late today they 
reached the concrete top ot the tunnel. Then 
the work became so tedious that it seemed 
the men could not be reached while alive.

CITES RECORD OF 500 CASES. 


Urges Physicians to Train with Ven 
Who Do World’s Work. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—Dr. 
William Osler, the man who wants the aged 
hustied graveward, is out with a really 
important and interesting declaration. In 
his latest book he says: 

“* Deathbed" visions, believed in by thou- 
sands and of which there are scores of sup- 
posed authentic records, are plain nonsense.” 
Mercover, he supports his declaration by 500 
deathbed observations of his own, which he 
thinks prove absolutely that such reported 
visions are untrue. In all these cases there 
was suffering, fear, and other emotions, but 
no thought of the future. 

Man Dies as He Lives. 

His observatiofis are a startling contribu- 
tion on a subject which always has keenly 
interested scientists, clergymen, and physi- 
clans, and is certain to provoke a general 
discussion. Dr. Osler says: 

*“ As a rule a man dies as he has lived, unin- 
fluenced practically by the thought ofa future 
life. I have careful records of about 500 
deathbeds, studied particularly with refer- 
ence to the modes of death and the eensations 
of the dying. Ninety suffered bodily pain and 
distress of some sort or another; eleven 
showed mental aprehension ; two were in posi- 
tive terror; one expressed spiritual exaltation, 
and one bitter remorse. The great majority 
gave no sign one way or the oiner; Ike their 
birth, their death was sleep and forgetting. 
The preacher is right: in this matter map 
hath no preéminence over the beast—as one 
dieth, so dieth the other.“ 

Dr. Osler still is camped on the trail of the 
aged. In his publication. which is entitled 
„ Counsels and Ideals from the Writings of 
William Osler,“ he adds to his former ob- 
servations by advising physicians to seek the 
companionship of the young. 

Says Face Rising Sun. 

“When a man has no wax or honey he can 
bring home, he should,” says x. Osler, “in 
the interests of the institution, be dissolved 
from the hive to give more laborers room. 
As we travel farther from the east our 
salvation lies in keeping our faces towards 
the rising sun, in not letting the fates drag 
us backward into the cave of oblivion. I 
would urge the clinical physician, as he 
travels farther from the east, to look well 
to his companions and see that they are 
not of his own age and generation. 

„He must walk with the boys, else he 
will be irrevocably lost. I would not have 
him a basil plant, to feed on the brains of the 
bright young men who follow the great 
wheel up the hill, but, to keep bis mind re- 
ceptive, plastic, and impressionable, he must 
travel with the men who are doing the work 
of the world—men between the ages of 25

Blaze in Dead ot Night Endangers 
Lives of Prisoners and Hospital Pa- 


tients—All Escape. 


New York, Dec. 20, 4 a. m—[Special.}— 
Fire began in the women’s wing of the work- 
house on Blackwell's island early this morn- 
ing. The building is located on the south 
side of the island, near the water front. It 
Is a four story structure. 

The fire started on the top floor, in what 
is known as the sewing room, and epread 
with great rapidity. In a short time the 
top floor and roof were destroyed, together 
with the top tier of cels. 


In this wing of the building 586 female 


prisoners are confined. The hospital of the 
feanale prisoners is also located In this wing, 
and there were fAfty patients in the hospital 
at the time. They were carried out end the 
prisonere dismissed im good order. There 
were no casualties. The fire is still a 


Many Employes in Peril. 

It was an hour and a half before the 
usual closing time when the blase starts 
in the factory. One hundred and fifty -- 
ployés, thirty-five of whom were girls, wers 
at work on the various floors of the strus- 
ture. 

The origin of the fire ts partly a mystery. 
ee Gross, an employé, was moving a bar =” 

rel, supposedly filled with turpentine, to ap 175 
elevator in the basement when an explosion 
occurred. Gross was hurled across the ro — 
and the flames shot up the elevator shaft 
On the sixth floor stood another open bar ;

almost immediately by a second. Possibly 
the barrel in the basement contained some 
chemical other than turpentine, 

The double shock made the building 
tremble, and even rattled windows in adja- 
cent houses. Before the men and giris within 
the factory had time to act dense biaexk 
clouds of smoke were pouring up the eleva- 
tor shaft and into every story in the bulié- 
ing.

Fire Drill Is Utilized. 

In the factory the employée stood still and 
waited for some signs from the superintendl- .

On the fifth floor the thirty- 
five women, the majority of them ycung 
Bohemian and Polish girls, displayed re 
markable coolness. They were e least 
frightened of any in the building. The boys 
in the painting shop on the sixth floor few 
into a panic at the sig... of the smoke and 
flames from the eheft.

CAREER OF “OFFICIAL” BONDS- 
MAN SPANGENBERGER ENDS. 


Inspector Lavin of East Chicago Ave. 
nue Station Puts a Stop to Extor- 
tion of Money from Women Arrest- 
ed in North Side Streets—Desk Ser- 
geant to Be Transferred and Plain 
Clothes Men Placed in Uniforms 
on Beats. 


The graft of the“ official’’ bondsman in 
the East Chicago avenue police station came 
to an inglorious end last night, and as a re- 
sult one desk sergeant will be transferred and 
some plain clothes men will don official uni- 
forms and tramp beats. Philip A. Spangen- 
berger, “ official’’ bondsman by the grace 


of John F. O'Malley, will have to seek new | 


fields for his talents. ; 

For the last two years Spangenberger, 
who keeps a saloon at 212 North Clark street, 
has flourished on money taken from women 
who walked the streets in violation of the 
city ordinances. He haunted the police sta- 
tion, ever readytfor a consideration—to be- 


come fhe bondsman for any such, women | 
who was arrested. Ostensibly he demanded | 
a fee of $2 for the accommodation, but it 


is said he would take all the money he could 
get from the victim. 

Capt. Healy became cognizant of this more 
than a year ago and brought the matter to 
the attention of Inspector Shippy. who re- 
fused to interfere because the “ official" 
bondsman was backed by the politicians 
and the inspector's motto was to avoid any- 
thing that would entangle him with the 
party bosses. Healy then asked for per- 
mission to stop the practice on his own re- 
sponsibility, but Inspector Shippy refused 
this request also. 


Rivals for the Graft. 


Until Inspector Lavin succeeded Shippy, 
Spangenberger was a veritable czar, and it 


is said some arrests were made by the plain 
clothes men on his suggestion. Lavin knew | 


of the matter when he was appointed to the 
fifth division, but the Reese murder and the 
Gilhoofey case temporarily prevented him 
from conducting an investigation. 

Joseph O’Donnell, a saloonkeeper at 238 
Chicago avenue, and a politician, became a 
rival of Spangenberger and for a time the 
business was divided between them; then a 
few others claimed a portion of the business, 


and the women arrested profited thereby, as | 


the competition between the bondsmen caused | 
a flat fee of $3 to be established, $1 going 


to the city, the remainder being taken by 
the bondsmen. 
Aided by Plain Clothes Men. 


The bondsmen then employed solicitors 
among the women, andit was not long before 
Spangenberger’s business dwindied. In or- 
der to regain his lost prestige he concocted 
a scheme whereby his competitors were shut 
out. An anonymous order was issued taat 
women arrested on the street were not to be 
recorded officially until midnight, though the 
„ official ’’: bondsman seemed to know who 
were arrested. Some plain clothes men are 
said to have told him. 

Spangenberger would appear at the station 
shortly before midnight and before the names 
were entered on the docket a list of the women 
would be quietly handed to him, and he would 
signify his willingness to give ball for certain 
ones. Sometimes he is said to have com- 
pelled the women to pay a fee limited by the 
extent of the money in their possession. 


Halt Is Called by Lavin. 


An order was issued Saturday night by In- 
spector Lavin instructing the police to keep 
all women arrested until the next day and 
not to allow them release on bonds unless 
some reputable citizen should sign. Alfie 
Brown was arrested shortly before midnight 
and Joseph O’Donnell offered to go her bail, 
but he was informed that his name was not 
good on a bond, notwithstanding he owns 
valuable real estate and his name had been 
acceptable to the police for the last two 
years O'Donnell protested to the lleutenant. 
who refused to take any action. Spangen- 
berger came to the station later and signed a 
bond for the woman, collecting the fee. 

Inspector Lavin appeared in the police 
court yesterday morning and delivered a 
short address to the women who had been 
arrested the night -efore. 

„% You women must keep off Clark street,” 
he said. ‘“ The law says you must be ar- 
rested, and I purpose to make the north side, 
in the vicinity of the river, as safe from in- 
sult as any portion of Chicago. You will be 
kept in the station all night unless some 
reputable citizen of known standing signs 
your bond. Straw bondsmen, keepers of .ow 
saloons, and men of bad Character will not 

allowed to sign ball bonds.“

HAMILTON CLUB MEMBERS IN. 
DORSE ORDINANCES. 


Following an Explanation by Ald. 
Foreman, Dunn, and Others Senti- 
ment Is Almost Unanimous for the 
Measures Drawn Up by the Council 
Transportation Committee—Speak- 
ers Say This Settlement Will Be 
Fair to Companies and City. 


The franchise ordinances were indorsed by 
the Hamilton club last evening and the rec- 
ommendation made they be ratified by the 
people at the election next spring. It was 
done by a practically unanimous vote, but 
not until after three hours had been spent in 
speechmaking. 

The occasion was the third Good Fellow- 
ship dinner of the club, and Ald. Bennett 
and Foreman were invited to make post- 
| prandial talks explaining the ordinances as 
drawn by the committee on local transporte- 
tion and now before the council. 

Ald. Bennett went into the history of the 
traction question in Chicago up to the time a 
real attempt to settle it had been made, and 
Ald. Foreman told of the manner in which 
the ordinances had been framed. 


Foreman Defends Ordinances. 


Of them he said: 

It is a good contract for the city of Chi- 
cago. It means good service, adequate com- 
pensation, and the right of the municipality 
to take over the properties wnen it wants to. 
The companies would not accept it as a new 
proposition. The reason compelling them is 
they are now in the streets, and must do the 
best they can to protect their property. 

“If the people reject the ordinances it 
means bad service, loss of revenue and all the 
evils which come from trying to settle a 
municipal question by lawsuits. It means 
sacrificing the welfare of the city and the 
comfort of its citizens for what at the best is 
only an acadi mic proposition.“ 


Discussion Waxes Warm. 


Resolutions indorsing the ordinances were 
read and then the discussion began. During 
it almost every one of the 100 members pres- 

ent made a speech. Ex-President Edward 
Munger started ft. He thought there might 
be a middle way between I. M. O. and the 
franchise ordinances. Perhaps the latter 
might be improved on. Just now the issues 
are presented by Mayor Dunne, who will 
take no advice, and Judge Grosscup, who 
has half the bar of Chicago to advise him.“ 

H. H. Gross retorted it was a question 
whether the club wanted to indorse the I. M. 
O. theories of Mayor Dunne or the franchise 
ordinances, that was what would be put to 
the people next spring, and then a motion was 
made that the resolutions be amended 80 
that while the work of the committee on 
local transportation: was praised nothing 
would be said about the ordinances they had 
reported. 

Ald, Dunn replied that if the club, “ as the 
representative republican organization of 
Chicago.“ could not indorse the ordinances 
it had better let the whole matjer alone. 

Substitute motions looking to a postpone- 
ment of the question, to a vote by ballot of 
the entire club, and so on were made, but 
when it finally came to a vote they were all 
beaten about to 1 and the resolutions 
passed by a like majority. 

Text of the Resolutions. 

The resolutions read: * 

„ Whereas, The business interests of the 
city and the comfort and convenience of the 
citizens demand a speedy settlement of the 
vexatious traction problem alike just to the 
city and the traction companies, and 

“ Whereas, The committee on loca) trans- 
portation of the city council, after many 
months of arduous labor and careful consid 
eration, has reported an ordinance which we 
believe to embody the best settlement that 

can be made with the traction companies, 
be it 

„ Resolved, That the Hamilton club of 

Chicago., in view of the complications ex- 
loting and the present condition of affairs, 
does hereby heartily indorse the work of the 
local transportation committee of the city 
council in preparing an ordinance which, 
when approved by the people, will insure a 
permanent and equitable settlement of said 
question; and be it further 

„% Resolved, That the Hamilton club of Chi- 
cago does hereby most earnestly indorse said 
érdinance and recommend Its approval by 
the people of Chicago and its adoption by 
the city council.“

the Change. 


BLOW TO SPECULATORS. 


Unexpected Action Declared to Be 
Imperative in Order to 
Keep Up Plant. 


The directors of the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company, meeting in New York yester- 
day, cut its dividend rate from 6to5 per cent. 
It was done to meet the gas situation in 
Chicago. The formal announcement of this 
unexpected action, which is apt to prove a 
sad blow to some speculators who have been 
buying gas stock recently, reads» 

“At a meeting of the board of directors 
of the People’s Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany, held today at the company’s offices in 
New York City, the board resolved that the 
proposition made by the officers of the com- 
pany in Chicago to the city authorities, offer- 
ing a 90 cent rate for gas, and the action of 
the officers In so doing was approved by the 
board, and the directors decided to reduce 
the dividend rate to a 5 per cent basis, made 
necessary by the offer to reduce the price 

of gas to 90 cents.“ 5 
The capital stock of the People’s gas 
company amounts to some thousandg over 
$31,000,000. This cut in dividends means a 
saving to the company of over $310,000 a 
year, the stockholders having to foot the 
bill. The officers of the company, however, 
declare it is necessary if they are to furnish 
90 cent gas. 


Must Allow for a Surplus. 
“It means,” said Attorney James F. 


j 


/ Meagher, that we will have to make al- 


lowance for a surplus, and if we are to cut 
our rates we can only get a surplus by cut- 
ting our dividends, We would be glad to cut 
out interest charges if we could, but unfor- 
tunately we can’t. We have to pay the in- 
terest on our bonds as we have agreed. 

“It will be found that my figures of 88.25 
cents a 1,000 cubic feet as the cost of gas in 
Ohicago, allowing for both interest and 6 per 
cent dividends, are absolutely correct. Zell- 
ing at 90 cents, this allows absolutely noth- 
ing for depreciation or maintenance of plant 
or for the surplus which is necessary in an 
extra hazardous business like ours. We 
have to renew our existing mains constantly, 
as well as to build new ones. We cannot let 
our system run down, as it was recently 
shown the city has its wate? works 

Our offer to cut to 90 cents means a gift 
to the people of Chicago of over $1,200,000 a 
year. It means a wiping out of our surplus, 
and the only way we can create a new sur- 
plus is by cutting dividends. That the di- 
rectors have done.“ 


Mayor Wants 75 Cent Rate. 


“TIT am glad to hear that the gas company 
has decided voluntarily to lower the price 
of gas,“ Mayor Dunne said, I am still 
of the opinion, however, that it should go 
further and reduce the price to 76 cents. 
Of course, the action is a good thing. But 
when we can get the whole loaf we cannot 
be satisfied with half a loaf. If the com- 
pany reduces its price it will have to lower 
its dividends also as a matter of course, but 
I do not think that the difference between 
$1 and 90 cents fer gas would make a re- 
duction of 1 per cent in the dividends. I 
am not prepared to go into the figures just 
now, however.”’ f 

Chairman Young of the committee on gas, 
oll, and electric light sent out a call for a 
meeting of that body tomorrow afternoon.

BOMB,NY.UNION'SWEAPON 


STRIKE BREAKERS’ EMPLOYMENT 
: ‘ BUREAU BLOWN UP. 


Hundreds of Lives Imperiied by In- 
fernal Machine Piaced by House- 
smiths Under Office Where Men 
Were Being Listed to Take Their 
Places—Building Destroyed — Men 
im Search of Work Panic Stricken 
Police Baffled in Search for Clews.

New York, Dec. 10.—[Speclal. I—The bureau 
of allied iron trades, an employment office at 
7 East Fourteenth street, opened by the 
allied tron workers in the conflict with the 
houseemiths and bridgemen's union, was 
blown up tonight with a dynamite or gun- 
powder bomb. 

Post & McCord, contractors on the Altman 
building, belong to the allied iron workers. 
In the main room at the time were Willlam 
Ward, manager of the strikebreakers; Spe- 
cial Officers John Brennan and Palmer Hunt, 
and several workmen looking for employ- 
ment. None was injured. 


Thrown from Street. 


The offices are on the second floor of the 
three story building. In the front, directly 
over the show windows of the Biddle Piano 
company, which occupies the ground floor, 
is a small room used as a telephone room. 
It was here that the bomb exploded, after 
having been thrown in, it is thought, from 
the street. 

The explosion 3 the glass parti- 
tions and windows and flying partieles of 
iron and steel tore holes in the floor and rid- 
dled a desk and two chairs, the partitions 
and plaster of the wall and ceiling. Some 

of the particles, though with spent force, 
found their way into the room where the 
men were engaged. 

A search of the debris disclosed pieces of 
fron, which, it is believed, formed an tron 
pipe about eight or ten inches long and two 
or three inches in circumference. Slugs and 
pieces of scrap iron also were found. The 
police reached the conclusion that the pipe 
was charged with dynamite or gun powder 
and loaded with these pieces of scrap iron 
and slugs. 

Laborers Flee from Place. 

The laborers looking for employment ran 
from the place immediately. Ward, Brennan. 
and Hunt examined the room and then went 
to the street. 

Charles Lipp, manager of the Biddle con- 
cern, was directly under the telephone room 
when the explosion occurred. The force of 
it threw him to the floor. 

Fourteenth street was crowded when the 
bomb was thrown. The police could discover 
no wituess to the throwing. 


TRAIN WRECKERS TRY AGAIN, 
BUT-FOURTH ATTEMPT FAILS. 


Santa Fe’s No. 17 Is Thrown from Track 
and Two.Men Killed Near Scene of 
Former Outrages. 


Emporia, Kas, Deo. 10.—[Special.)—For 
the fourth time in little more than a year an 
attempt was made early this morning to 
wreck passenger train No. 17 on the Santa 
Fé railroad. The attempt was made at 
Lang, eight miles east of Emporia, almost 
at the same spot where the train was ditched 
Dy wreckers last May. In that attempt sev- 
eral persons were killed. Today's wreck re- 
sulted in the death of two men, the engineer 
and an express messenger. al 

That a deliberate attempt was made to 
wreck the train is not doubted by Santa Fé 
officials. General Manager J. E. Hurley 
said: 

We have positive information that the 
bolts, angle bars, rail joint fastenings, and 
spikes were removed by some one with mali- 
cious intent. My conclusions are that the 
work was done by some one who was sent 
from a distance to do it.

ECHO OF WARFIELD CASE. 


Representatives Ordered to Pro- 
duce Syndicate’s Books for 
Inspection. 


New Kork, Dec. 19.— [Special. On the same 
day of the announcement of its victory in 
two lawsuits, the theatrical trust was as- 
sailed in another direction by means of John 
Doe proceedings through ‘the district attor- 
ney’s office. 

The suite of David Belasco against Klaw 
& Erlanger and of Joseph Brooks against 
Belasco were decided today by Supreme 
Court Justice Fitagerald, who rules against 
Belasco in every particular. They were 
tried in April. 

Belasco’s counsel, Samuel Untermyer, 
smiled enigmatically when he learned of the 
decision, but remarked that he had no doubt 
he would be able to satisfy the higher courts 
of the truth of Belasco’s contentions. 

There were two actions at Issue, one brought 


which he asked the court to determine that 
a partnership existed between him and the 
Erlanger firm in the proceeds of The Auc- 
tioneer.’’ The other, action No. 2, was 
brought by Joseph Brooks against Belasco, 
asking the court to decide that Brooks was 
Belasco’s only partner in the play. 


Rebates for Syndicate. < 


David Warfield was under contract with 
Klaw & Erlanger. He left them to go with 
Belasco, who, according to his own story, 
went to Abraham Erlanger and asked for a 
route. 

Belasco says Erlanger refused to give him 
a route unless his firm was let In as secret 
partners in the enterprise, with Joseph 
Brooks, an employé of the firm, to be put 
forward as the ostensible partner. Erlanger’s 
version is that when he learned that Belasco 
and Brooks had formed a partnership he 
gave them the best he could. As the profits 
were divided it is undisputed that Belasco 
sent half to Klaw & Erlanger, weekly or 
monthly, but Erlanger said his firm merely 
received the money for Brooks. But the 
real trouble came when Belasco discovered, 
he says, that Klaw & Erianger, as syndicate 
agents, were getting secret rebates on money 
that Belasco had to pay for his theaters, 
These rebates form a large part of the syn- 
dicate’s revenues, 

Belasco demanded his share of these re- 
bates, and on refusal brought his suit. 
Brooks retaliated with a demand for an ac- 
counting from Belasco of all the receipts of 
the Warfield play. 

Justice Fitzgerald holds that written arti- 
cles of copartnership must be held binding 
and he therefore directs judgment for Klaw 
& Erlanger in the first action and for Brooks 
in the second. 


Action Against Syndicate. 

Four men who were employed in a confi- 
dential capacity by members of the so-called 
theatr trust were subpcenaed by the dis- 
trict 2 Office to appear in John Doe 
proceedings this afternoon before Justice 
Wyatt, in the Court of Special Sessions. In 
answer to the summons there appeared 
Meyer W. Livingston, cashier for Klaw & 
Erlanger; Robert Walter, in the employ of 
Al Hayman; Robert Young, cashier for 
Charles Frohman, and Moses Reis, an em- 
ployé of Klaw & Erlanger. 

The subpoenas directed each witness to 
bring to the district attorney’s office “ each 
and every book, voucher, paper, book of ac- 
count, and writing under witness’ control 
since 1896, as required by the district attor- 
ney in his investigation.“ 

The examination which was held was be- 
gun after the close of the business of the 
court. Assistant District Attorney Kresel 
conducted it and Henry Goldstone repre- 
sented the witnesses. Samuel Untermeyer, 
in the criminal courts building, was asked 
whether he appeared for David Belasco, who 
was understood to be the complaining wit- 
ness. Untgrmeyer was noncommittal.

ROJESTVENSEKY REACHES HOME. 
ST. PETERSBURG, \Dec. 19,—Admiral Ro-

The 
admiral, whose head was still swathed in 
bandages, gave evidence of the strain and 
mental suffering he has undergone. He was 
visibly pleased with the hearty welcome he 
received from a large crowd, which included 
many students and workmen, but he merely 


doffed his hat and without speaking hurried 


to a carriage. 


MOBS SLAUGHTER COSSACK GUARD 

TUKUM, Courland, Russia, Sunday, Dec. 
17, via Stettin, Prussia, Dec. 19.—Mobs of 
Lithuanians and Esthonians yesterday at- 
tacked a hundred Cossacks and dragoons, 
the only military force stationed in Tukum. 
The mobs, after fierce fighting, killed the 
soldiers to the last man, cut off the arms 
and legs and ripped up the bodies. The streets 
were strewn with corpses and dismembered 
limbs. 

Six hundred troops arrived here this morn- 
ing, with three guns, shelled the place, — 
charged the mobs of peasants, who surren 
dered or were dispersed. 

Order has now been reéstablished and the 
soldiers are burying the bodies.of the slain 
and, caring for the wounded. In all 840 
soldiers and peasants were killed and many 
were wounded. Most of the remaining pop- 
ulation has fled to Riga, which now is the 
safest town in this part of Russia. 


ARMENIANS SLAY IN TIFLIS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 19.—The latest 
dispatch received from Tiflis, Caucasia, to- 
day says that 300 houses in the Mussulman 
quarter were set on firs by armed Armenians 
who prevented the inmates from leaving, and 
fireé on the firemen who attempted to ex- 
tinguish the flames. The total number of 
Mussulmans killed is not yet ascertained, 
But fifty-seven Turkish subjects are known 


to have perished. 


SAYS COSSACKS ARE FIENDS. 
New York, Dec. 19.—The American jockey, 
J. C. Mitchell, who gave up a contract with 
Baron Stover and fled from Russia after 
witnessing seventeen days of revolution in 
Warsaw, arrived here today. 

„% have had all I want of Russia,” he 
said. ‘The Cossacks are human devils 
without one thought beyond Killing. I saw 
them charge into a crowd of 5,000 persons 
in Warsaw. They used their knouts and 
pistols and swung their swords at every 
head within reach. 

„I staid at the Bristol hotel in Warsaw, 
and from Nov. 11 to Nov. 17, during the 
great strike, there’ were no cooks in the 
hotel.

A few days after this I was in the Amer- 
ican bar, which faces on a park square, 
while there was a meeting of workmen. 
There were fully 5,000 crowlied in the place, 
when the Cossacks charged and cleared the 
park. The place soon resembled a sham- 
bles.”

Anglican Missionaries Reealled from

SHANGHAI, Dec. 19.—It is reported from 
the interior that the Anglican missionaries 
at Soochow, Huchow, and Hangchow have 
been recalled to Shanghai. It is feared that 
this is the result of a general uprising. 

Armed guards and patrols are maintained 
here to cope with a possible renewal of the 
disturbagces. The stgeets are filled with 
rowdies, The shops are open, but looting is 
greatly feared. 

Many Warships In Route. 

The United States cruiser Baltimore will 
land a force, and the British cruiser Diadem 
is sending 500 menashore. The German gun- 
boat Tiger arrived today and a force of ma- 
rines may be landed. The Japanese cruiser 
Tsushima is coming from Sasebo and the 
gunboat Uji has beeh ordered here from 
Kure. The Austrian cruiser Kaiser Franz 
Josef I. is coming from Nagasaki. Other 
warghips are expected. It is reported that 
German troops are coming from Kiaochau.

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$500,000 TO SALVATION ARMY 
FOK COLONIZING IN ENGLAND. 


George Herring of London Donates Sum 
and Gen. Booth Explains How It 
Will Be Applied. 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—Gen. Booth of the Sal- 
vation army today wrote to King award 
announce chat George Herrring, chairman 
of the A., of London Electric Lighting com- 
panyfand & member of many other corpora- 
tions had donated $500,000 to the army to 
be used in a home colonization scheme, but 
that the army hed engaged to repay this sum 
in twenty-five annual installments to the 
king’s hospital fund. 

In a letter to the press Gen. Booth outlines 
the scheme. He says the army purposes to 
purchase tracts of land in England, giving 
five acres or thereabouts to each settler; 
building cottages, providing seed and imple- 
ments, and supporting.the settlers until 
the land becomes productive. Each settler 
will repay the army by a system of easy 
installments. The entire colonization scheme 
is to be under the direction of the army. 

In this way, Gen. Booth says, he hopes to 


provide for those who, for various reasons, 


are unable to leave England under the emi- 
gration schemes of the Salvation army. 

Mr. Herring is well known as a philan- 
thropist. He conducts a soup kitchen in 
Camden town, has built and endowed an 
institution known as the Haven of Rest for 
gentlefolks brought to poverty through gen- 
uine misfortune, has furnished many Salva- 
tion army shelters for the homeless, and ig 

a large benefactor to the Metropolitan hos- 
pital fund of London.

One of the instances related was of a freight 
agent who bet with a shipper $20 that a 
carload of fruit would reach its destination 
within an impossible period of time. Ot 
course, he lost the bet and paid it promptly. 
Other subterfuges, such as the underhilling 
of cars, have been resorted to frequently, 

It is said the Rock Island recently went 
out of the business of hauling dressed meats 
and packing house provisions because it 
could not compete with the weak lines and 
still keep within the law. 

By using the club of threatened exposure, 
resulting in sure prosecution, the railroad 
Officials believe they will be able to keep 
the weak roads in line and the strong roads, 
too, for that matter. It is said the order 
originated from Wall street that the rail- 
roads must obey the law, and that the first 
man caught paying a rebate will be dis- 
charged summarily.

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 19.— The Erie rall- 
way and the Chicago and Erie in their 
voluminous answer to the government's com-

FEDERAL GRAND JURY AT WORK. 


Sworn In Before Judge Bethea and Be- 
gins Considering Counterfeit 
and Fraud Cases. 


The federal grand jury was sworn in before 
Judge S. H. Bethea in the United States Dis- 
trict court yesterday morning. Frank J. 
Cushing, 2500 West Forty-second avenue, 
was appointed foreman. Judge Bethea gave 
no special instructions to the jury, andthe 
only cases considered during the day were 
docket cases concerning counterfeit money 
and postoffice frauds. 

It ie understood that the grand jury will 
investigate rebate charges against another 
railroad entering Chicago.

MOODY AFTER INDIANA TRUSTS. 


Attorney General Orders Prosecution 
of Big Corporations for Rebating 
Under Conspiracy Law. . 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special. ]— 
The big corporations of Indiana, doing in- 
terstate commerce business, are to be pro- 
ceeded against by Attorney, General Moody, 
In accordance with his recent circular which 
directed that wherever it is possible prosecu- 
tions for giving or receiving rebates shall be 
made not under the Elkins law but under the 
general conspiracy statute. 

The object is to secure the penalty of im- 
prisonment, which is not inflicted under the 
Elkins law. , 

These cages will be similar to those which 
have been instituted in other cities within 
the last week. District Attorney Keeling 
has been here in consultation with the at- 
torney general, and has presented to the de- 
partment of justice a summary of all the 
evidence he has been enabled to gather re- 
garding the giving of rebates by the railroads 
passing through Indianapolis to certain large 
shippers in Indianapolis. 

It may be a month or more before the de- 
partment will be able to present the matter 
to the grand jury at Indianapolis. It is be- 
Meved by that time the collection of evi- 
dence will have progressed toa point where 
it will be possible to secure the indictment 
under charges of conspiracy of certain 
officials. 

These prosecutions will all be under the 
conspiracy statute, and the court will be 
asked to fix the punishment of imprisonment 
wherever a conviction is secured on e jury 
trial. 


FEDERAL CONTROL HOUSE TOPIC 


Insurance Question Is Feature of Day’s 
Debating—Managers of Big Life 
Companies Criticised. ° 


vashington, D. C., Dec. 19.—The house to- 
day continued debating, under the guise of 
referring the message of the president to 
committees, topics of interest, local or na- 
tional. The subject of the federal control 
of insurance was the main feature, and near- 
ly all speakers began their remarks with 
reference to it. 

The managers of the big insurance com- 
panies came in for criticism, the government 
was criticised for its lack of control in mat- 
ters where it has jurisdiction, and the states 
were reprimanded for lax methods of con- 
trol. 

Conferees on the part of the senate and 
house on the Panama canal emergency ap- 
propriation bill agreed to restore to the bill 
the provision relating to the issuance of 
bonds for canal construction. The senate 
struck out the house provision concerning 
the bonds and passed as a separate measure 
a bill having the effect of placing the canal 
bonde, amounting to $180,000,000, on a par 
with the existing 2 per cent consols as re- 
gards their use as a basis for national bank 
circulation. 


MICHALEK PREPARES DEFENSE 


Chicago Congressman Will Endeavor to 
Prove Before Committee That He 
Is an American Citizen. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special. ]— 
Representative Mann of Chicago had a con- 
ference today with Rainey of Virginia and 
Michalek of Chicago in regard to the affi- 
davits filed by the former alleging that 
Michalek is not a citizen of the United States 
and therefore ineligible, under the constitu- 
tion, to sit in the house. Rainey has agreed 
to communicate with the persons who made 
the affidavits to ascertain whether they are 
prepared to rest their case upon the state- 
ments contained in the papers already pre- 
sented. It is expected that Michalek will 
employ counsel to present the facts and ex- 
pound the law to the elections committee 
when the investigation begins.

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that there must be closer supervision of life 
companies in the future than there has been 
in the past. But no radical measures are 
required. Better officials are as much, 
or more, needed as better laws. The insur- 
ance department of each state ought to have 
authority to examine all books and papers 
to find out how the business is being carried 
on. If the conditions found are not satis- 
factory the department ought to have au- 
thority to compel the offending company to 
right things or get out of the state. The 
insurance departments of several states are 
already clothed with these powers. There 
would have been no insurance scandals if 
the officials of these states had always done 
their duty. There will be other scandals 
in future, whatever the lawe may be, if 
public officials continue to neglect their 
duty or to allow themselves to be bought 
off from performing it. 

Let policy holders bestir themselves to pre- 
vent bad laws from being enacted and to 
get good laws enforced. They can be sure 
then, and only then, that their interests will 
be adequately safeguarded. 


THE COMPANY’S LAST WORD. 

The president of the Chicago City rail- 
way company has taken an unusual! step. 
He has written a letter to the council, which 
some aldermen may call dictatorial. He says 
that if the terms of the ordinance drafted 
by the local transportation committee are 
changed by the council so as to make them 
more onerous or burdensome for the com 
pany it will not accept the ordinance. The 
inference is that it will accept the ordinance 
as it stands, if it shall be approved of by 
the people and adopted by the council. 

The south side traction company has on 
several occasions said it had reached the 
limit in the way of what it called conces- 
sions. But, upon reflection, it has invaria- 
bly discovered that it could yield a little 
more. It is ready now to accept conditions 
which it would have rejected contemptuous- 
ly two years ago. But there is a point some, 
where where the company will find it cheap- 
er to fight the city than to come to terms 
with it. Perhaps that point has been nearly 
reached. It is the opinion of some who are 
familiar with traction conditions that if 
the company were to get an extension of 
its privileges on the terms of the pending 
ordinance it would not get what is ordinarily 
looked on as a great financial prize. It is 
the impression in some quarters that if the 
men who control the Chicago traction prop- 
erties were to get extension ordinances they 
would dispose of those properties gradually 
and quietly to persons less well informed 
than themselves. 

There is no assurance that the ordinance 
drafted for the south side company will be 
accepted by the voters, even if made more 
burdensome for the company than it is. 
But if it shall be amended in that direction 
it will, according to the statement of the 
president of the company, be rejected by it, 
even if it be approved by the voters. 
Therefore, it would seem politic on the part 
of the council to leave the ordinance about 
as it is, except for the removal of am- 
biguities, and the more precise definition 
of the rights of the city. It would be friv- 
olous for the council to sumbit to the voters 
an ordinance which the company said posi- 
tively it would not accept. The voters 
would think they were being played with. 
It is desirable to lay before them a meas- 
ure the council and the company can agree 
on. If such a measure cannot be framed 
the subject might as well go over to the 
next council, 


COUNCIL REFUSES TO CONFIRM. 


On Monday night the city council estab- 
lished what may and should prove to be one 
of the most important precedents in its his- 
tory. Instead of acting pro forma, it ex- 
ercised its own independent and responsi- 
ble judgment in passing upon an appoint- 
ment by the mayor. His honor submitted 
the appointment of John F. Finerty to be 
a member of the board of local improve- 
ments in place of John Minwegen, now on 
the board. There was prompt objection to 
the removal of Mr. Minwegen, and finally 
the council, by a vote of 40 to 26, declined 
to concur in the appointment. 

The chief importance of this action lies 
not in the fact that it was a refusal to con- 
firm but in the fact that the council for the 
first time in its history performed its legal 
duty, which is to exercise honest judgment 
concerning appointments. In past years 
has been the practice of the aldermen to con- 
firm executive appointments in a perfunc- 
tory manner. Whether they were good or 
whether they were bad, whether they repre- 
sented administrative capacity or incapact- 
ty, whether they were made for political 
reasons or graft reasons, or merely personal 
reasons—all were confirmed. The question 
of fitness was ignored by the council. Such 
action was not only irresponsible but it was 
in clear violation of the official duty of the 
council as prescribed by the city charter. 


manic body the power of approval or dis- 
approval of appointments as a right to be 
exercised in an Intelligent and faithful man- 
ner. On Monday night the council did for 
the first time so exercise that power, and if 
that action shall become, as it ought to 
become, a controlling precedent henceforth, 
the official life of the city will be materially 
benefited. 

The council has required time to make 
up its mind to such a course. It has already 
confirmed two obviously unfit appointments 
by the present mayor to the same board of 
local improvements. It has confirmed other 
unfit appointments by the same mayor, and 
it has a record behind it of unfit appoint- 
ments made by Mayor Harrison, both to 
this board of local improvements and to 
other positions. It is to be hoped that a 
better day has now arrived in respect to 
confirmation by the council. 

The forty aldermen who made up the ma- 
jority on Monday night are to be commend- 
ed, and as to the twenty-six who “ stood 
with the mayor,” it is not difficult to feel 
sympathy with some at least of the number, 
since they were unwillingly put in the posi- 
tion of having to choose between apparent 
disloyalty to the mayor and fidelity to the 
public good. It was not a creditable thing 
for the mayor to put his faithful followers in 
that embarrassing position. 

Looking at the matter solely from the 
standpoint of the mayor, it is difficult to see 
bow honest men can approve of his action In 
removing John Minwegen, a tried and es- 
pecially valuable member of the board of 
local improvements. Persons acquainted 
with affairs in that board are aware that Mr. 
Minwegen is the chief bulwark that prop- 
erty owners have today against the con- 
tracting interests naturally besetting that 
beard, and they know also that those inter- 
ests are and for a considerable time have 
been exceedingly anxious for the removal of 
this bulwark. It is not easy properly to 
characterize Mayor Dunne’s action in this 


matter. He claims to stand for a move- 
ment whose foundations, if stable, must con-

A WAR TO THE DEATH. 

The enar's last ukase clothes governors 
general and governors throughout the em- 
pire with almost dictatorial power, and 
with authority to declare martial law with- 
out consulting St. Petersburg. Many Rus- 
sians fear that this means a return to the 
old policy of savage repression. It may, 
with much reason, be looked on &s a precau- 
tionary measure, which had to be taken 
after the proclamation of a general strike by 
the revolutionary dbrganizations. 

That strike, if thoroughly carried out, 
means an end of communication by rail, 
mail, or telegraph. It means the complete 
isolation of the capital. Local authorities 
will be unable to consult the central gov- 
ernment when disturbances occur. They 
must be given power to deal with emer- 
gencies. The government might as well 
abdicate as fail to give it. Doubtless in 
many instances the local authorities will be 
guilty of abominable cruelty in their at- 
tempts to restore order, but the ultimate re- 
sponsibility for them must rest on the revo- 
lutionists rather than the czar or his min- 
lsters. 

He is willing, to all appearances, to carry 
through the reforms he has promised. He 
will take no backward step if he be let alone. 
The revolutionists will not let him alone. 
They say that his reforms are worthless, 
and that there shall be no peace, as far as 


they are concerned, until the functions of 


government shall have been intrusted to an 
elective assembly, and they would not be 
satisfied with that assembly unless they 
controlled it. 

The Russian government is confronted by 
implacable foes. There is nothing it can do 
to pacify them short of yielding to what it 
considers impossible demands. It looks like 
a duel to the death, with much shedding of 
blood. The government cannot be con- 
demned unreservedly for making a desper- 
ate effort to save iteelf from annihilation. 
The course of the revolutionists cannot be 
upheld because they say they are fighting 
for the rights of man.“ 

The fidelity of the soldiers is daily becom- 
ing more doubtful. Perhaps the govern- 
ment could buy fidelity by redressing the 
grievances the soldiers complain of the most. 
Generally those who become mutinous say 
their pay is low, the food bad, and the term 
of service too long. It is not always safe 
to begin yielding to the demands of soldiers. 
When their first wants are gratified they 
may discover new ones. Furthermore, the 
government probably has little money to 
spare. 

If the present chaotic state of affairs 
shall last much longer the financial 
condition of Russia and of Russians will be- 
come desperate. The advice of the revolu- 
tionary leaders to pay no taxes and to refuse 
to receive paper money from the govern- 
ment is calculated to weaken it. Thestrikes 
which have closed the factories and inter- 
fered with the export of products and the 
destruction of property of different kinds by 
the peasants have cost Russia dear. For- 
eign capital is being withdrawn and do- 
mestic capital is being sent abroad by its 
alarmed possessors. The economic ruin of 
the empire is threatened by the continuation 
of existing conditions.

Lord Edmond, like his brother, Lord Lans- 
downe, possesses a wonderful miastery of 
the French language, which fis to him in a 
way his mother tongue, his mother having 
been the daughter of that extremely bald- 
headed count de Flahault, long ambassador 
of France in London, and of whom the fol- 
lowing story is related: One day in the course 
of a conversation with the great Prince Tal- 
leyrand, he expressed a desire to present 
something really valuable by reason of its 
rarity to a great woman as a mark of his 
respect and esteem, whereupon Talleyrand 
remarked: ‘“ Present her with a lock of your 
hair.“ 

I may add that the count de Flahault, that 
is to say the grandfather of Lord Edmond 
Fitzmaurice, is officially acknowledged to 
have been the father of Queen Hortenge 
Bonaparte’s illegitimate son, the late and 
first duke de Morny, and of her husband, 
King Louls Bonaparte of Holland, is to be 
believed, it was not to himeelf, but to the 
count to whom belonged the paternity of the 
queen’s otifer son, who became emperor of 
France as Napoleon III. After the fall of 
the first empire the count de Flahault and 
Queen Hortense separated and subsequently 
he married the wealthy daughter and heiress 
of Lord Keith, through whom he became the 
father of the late marchioness of Lansdowne 
and grandfather, therefore, of Lord Edmond 
Fitzmaurice. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the house 
to which Lord.Edmond belongs is an Irish 
one, tracing its origin to Thomas Fitz- 
maurice, first lord of Kerry, and to the lat- 
ter’s wife, Grace, granddaughter of Dermot, 
king of Leinster. The Lord Lansdowne of 
today, that is to say, the elder brother of 
Lord Edmond, is the twenty-sixth lord of 
Kerry and fifth marquis: of Lansdowne, the 
first marquis having been premier in the 
reign of George III., who hated him,denoun- 
cing him as the “Jesult of Berkeley square.” 

Gainsborough, after a couple of attempts 
to catch the likeness of the marquis, who was 
sitting for his portrait, threw aside his brush, 
exclaiming, with an oath, as he abandoned 
the task: 

“I never could see througn varnish—and 
there is an end of it.” 

But it was OHver Goldsmith who most com- 
pletely put his foot into it, The first Lord 
Lansdowne's nickname with the public was 
** Malagrida.”’ One day when Goldsmith was 
talking to Lansdowne he exclaimed: 

Do you know, I never could conceive the 
reason why they call you ‘ Malagrida.’ For 
*Malagrida’ was, after all, a goed sort of 
a man.

Lady Orford, who has just arrived in this 
country from England to visit her American 
relatives—she is a daughter of D. C. Core 
bin of New York—makes her home at Man- 
nington hall, a charming old moated manor 
house in a well wooded district of Narfolk- 
shire, not far from Cromer. Oliver Crom- 
well was a frequent visitor there in the days 
when it belonged to the Potts family, and 
when Sir Charles Potts, the last of his race, 
was rulned by the South sea bubble it was 
purchased by the first Lord Walpole. The 
approach to the house is peculiar, for as there 
is only a narrow bridge across the moat, car~- 
riages do not draw up at the front door, vis- 
itors having to eross the bridge on foot. The 
house is full of treasures, among the most 
curious of which is the key of the great Stam- 
boul mosque of St. Sophia, In the days when 
it was still a place of Christian worship, an 
autograph letter from George II. to Lord 
Walpole concluding God bless you. G. R.“, 
the spurs worn by King William III. at the 
battle of the Boyne, and the inkstand used 
by the great Sir Robert Waipole, the only 
commoner in the last two hundred years to 
be a knight of the Garter. 5 

Nearby is the last resting plact of the Wal- 
poles, and it may be added that each earl of 
Orford, at his burial, is driven tn his hearse 
three times round the church before his re- 
mains are finally laid to rest. The origin of 
this queer custom, according to family and 
local tradition, is that Horatio, second earl of 
Orford, destroyed the tomb of the Scalmars. 
former possessors of the place, and one of the 
unhappy women of this family, finding no 
rest, still haunts the churchyard, searching 
for the scattered remains of her relatives. 
It is to mollify her spirit that this drive of 
the hearse three times round the church takes 
place, 
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The present earl of Orford, fifth of his line, 
has had a singularly adventurous career, and 
as a midshipman was on board the troopship 
Megera when it was wrecked on St. Paul's 
island, many hundred miles south of the 
cape of Good Hope. Not until three months 
later, and after the most terrible hardships, 
did rescue come to hand, and then he was 
transferred to the cruiser Blanche, which 
was commissioned to stop kidnaping of the 
Polynesians and to suppress piracy in the 
South sea islands. He visited many of the 
latter, where no white man ever had been 
seen before, was present at the annexation 
of the Fiji islands, then left the navy with 
the rank of a lieutenant and served in the 
Ottoman army throughout the Turko-Rus- 
sian wares A. D. C. to Suleiman Pasha, be- 
ing present at the bloody battle of the ShiPka 


pass. 

Lord Orford is a Protestant, differing in 
this respect from his uncle and predecessor. 
the fourth earl, who was converted to Roman 
Catholicism by Mer. Capel, that once so 
famous English prelate, who now lives in ob- 
scurity in California, and who has been por- 
trayed by Lord Beaconsfield in his novel. 
“ Lothair,” under the transparent pseu- 
donym of Mgr. Catesby.” 

The late earl was a worthy descendant of 
the great Horace Walpole, and had the repu- 
tation of being quite the most selfish member 
of the peerage, as well as the last of those 
sybarites of whom the third and fourth mar- 
quesses of Hertford were the most noted 
types. He separated from his wife after a 
few years of marriage, and according to their 
respective accounts of the trouble, it orig- 
inated in a sugar basin. The late Lord

The sena- 
tors—as did others among their colleagues— 
thought for the present at least there would 
be no further criticism, especially as con- 
gress was on the eve of passing the Panama 
canal emergency appropriation bill. It was 
even suggested that had the bill passed yes-

BY JOHN CALLAN O°LAUGHLIN. 
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A Unique Performance. 

Chicago had a taste of true Elizabethan 
stage production yesterday. It was found 
to be entertaining and laughter provoking. 
but that many converts to that form of the- 
atrical presentation were made is doubtful. 
The simpleness and nalveté that character- 
ized stage performances jm the days of the 
Virgin Queen seem interesting and attractive 
to us nowadays, but only.because they are 
unusual and curious. To desire to return to 
these methods would mean a return to crudi- 
ty and to conditions hopelessly inartistic. 

The man who is a blind worshiper of all that 
is “ literary and he who believes that only 
the past ia good will find, of course, the Eliza- 
bethan manne: eminently preferable to the 
present day way of producing drama. But 
the man who thinks for himself and who is 
convinced that the world moves forward 
rather than backward will admit the value 
of the old time form as a curiceity, but be 
alive also to the great advance we have made 
in theatrical art since the time of Queén 
Bess. 

The production offered was in the Stude- 
baker and was arranged by Hart Conway. 
And let it be said here that the production 
was in every way infinitely superior to any- 
thing that the much vaunted Ben Greet 
company brought forward during its edu- 
cational sojourn in ‘our midst. Mr. Conway 
as head of the dramatic department of the 
Chicago Musical college had induced hie in- 
stitution to supply him with a complete 
setting reproducing, ae near as obtainable 
data and existent conditions would permit, 
the stage of the Swan theater, which stood 
on the bank of the Thames opposite London 
in Shakespeare's time.

When the iron curtain rose at the matinée 
yesterday the auditor saw the scenic repre- 
sentation of a small wooden building which 
occupied the center of the stage. Two double 
doors some five feet apart and two large 
pillars formed the front of lower story 
The pillars éxtended to the 
top of the second story and supported the 
roof above a porch or gallery, from the back 
of which a doorway led into the interion of 
the house. Above the gallery was a tower 
in which there were two windows. The blue 
sky and the branches of trees showed above 
and at the sides of this central structure. 
It stood free in the amphitheater which 


surrounded it at the back and sides. In this 


amphitheater were boxes filled with seats 
supposedly for spectators, and toward the 
front of the stage were usuable boxes, which 
later were occupied by nobles and musicians. 

On the front of the house was hung: a 
printed sign, “‘ The London Merchant.” High 
up in the tower appeared a boy. He placed 
a trumpet to his lips and blew a blast. He 
disappeared only to come again in a few 
minutes and blow a second blast. Later he 
gave a third, and then the gentry and nobles 
of the London of about the year 1612 made 
their entrance, bringing with them the 
wooden stools for which they had paid a six- 
pence, and took their places at the sides of 
thestage. Women and men entered the box 
at the right, and musicians came into a box 
at the left. Lads came with tapers and the 
men lighted their pipes and smoked and 
chatted, ~
